International Commission Now 
Proposes to Decide What 
Amounts Shall Be Paid. 


BONDS BROUGHT 85,000,000 


But Olaims Are Made for $28,- 
000,000—Plans for Making 
the Awards. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—Despite the fact 
that the Santo Domingo treaty was not act- 
ed upon by the Senate, unofficial action has 
already been taken by the administration 
looking to the appointment of an interna- 
tional commission to adjudicate the claims 

against the Dominican government. 

Such a tribunal is absolutely necessary Dy 
reason of the fact that other claimants will 
not submit their claims to agents of the 
American government for adjudication. 

It is assumed that every claim pending 
has been swelled to ‘enormous proportions, 
with the idea that there is to be a general 
looting of the Dominican treasury and that 
when the pro rata distribution is made the 
man or set of men filing the largest claim 
will receive the largest allowance of cash. 
The American claims are no exception to 
the general assumption. 

In fact, it is asserted that the cash actu- 
ally invested in Santo Domingo by the 
Banto Domingo Improvement Co. amounted 
to only $1500. On that investment the com- 
pany has received an arbitral award 
amounting to substantially $4,500,000. 

According to announcement made at the 
war department, the fact that this com- 
pany has been awarded $4,500,000 will not 
give it preference over other creditors. It 
is now asserted that the company never 
has submitted its claim for examination. 
The arbitration was merely as to how the 
claim should be paid. 

Opposition from the holders of fraudu- 
lent bonds is expected. It is asserted that, 


while there are bonds outstanding amount- 
ing to nearly 928,000,000, the money realized 
from them does not amount to more than 

000.000. The probability is that the sum 
realized does not exceed $4,000.00. 

During the entire history of the repub- 
lic it has been the custom of the Presi- 
dent, when attacked by a rival, to borrow 
money from foreign merchants and issue 
bonds of the republic in payment. It is 
said that during the last ten years it has 
been customary if a President borrowed 
$20,000 to issue bonds for £200,900. 

The American idea is that the tribunal 
should ascertain how much real money 
was given in exchange for bonds, and then 
compel the holders of them to accept what 
they really paid for the bonds, with in- 
terest at a good rate, perhaps 7 per cent.

The total vote indicates extraordinary indifference to the con- 
test on the part of the people. Nearly 30,000 registered voters 
expressed their dissatisfaction with all tickets by staying away 
from the polls. The huge Meriwether public ownership vote 
practically disappeared. 

In addition to the gratifying approval of good official records 
expressed in the re-election of Mayor Wells, Comptroller Player, 
Maditor Dierkes, Treasurer Franciscus and Assessor O’Brien, 
there are several commendable incidents in the election indicat- 
ing intelligent, independent action on the part of the voters. 
One is the defeat of Delegates McCarthy, Fontana and Mc- 
Auliffe, the most conspicuous members of the Butler combine 
in the House of Delegates, and the wresting of the control of 
ihe House from Butler. Another is the election of George P. 
Weinbrenner, whom the Post-Dispatch commended to the sup- 
port of good citizens for his admirable record as jury commis- 
sioner during the boodle prosecutions.

A BOOKKEEPING GENIUS. 

One of the experts testifying in the Blair case said that the 
late James L. Blair was fond of bookkeeping. His books show 
that he was addicted to bookkeeping and was exceedingly ex- 
pert in making a deficiency serve as a surplus. 

Within nine years the entries in Mr. Blair’s books aggregated 
over $2,500,000. His expenditures on personal account ex- 
ceeded his income by $361,353.65, and in his stock accounts 
the excess of payments over receipts amounted to $123,755.70. 
During this period it is estimated that his average legitimate 
income did not exceed $7000. Yet he lived in luxury, with a 
town house, a country house and a summer cottage. He 
exnended large sums for charities and hospitalities and left 
at his death $10,000 in bank and a fortune of nearly $1,000,000 
of insurance policies. It was found that only $260 of these great 
sums were unaccounted for in the ‘books. 

Blair was a bookkeeping genius. His career was marvelous. 
One wonders how, with his labors as a civie reformer, a lecturer 
on public and private morals, a clubman and wit, a captivat- 
ing after dinner talker and a fairly successful lawyer, he could 
find the time and energy to keep such remarkable books and to 
develop the skill and ingenuity necessary to live handsomely 
on a growing deficiency, to meet one deficiency by creating a 
larger one, 8 

But there is an end of all things, especially of the making of 
money by expert bookkeeping. Blair found bis end in the col- 
lapse of his carefully builded structure of false character, false 
ideals, false wealth, false books, false everything. It was a 
house built on the sands. All that was left for him was ob- 
livion. One-half the talent, labor and skill he devoted to dis- 
honesty and deceit would have laid a solid foundation of honor 
and success.

St. Louis is a city of gardens, and now is 
the time to begin the annual task—a pleas- 
ant task—of making them anew, after the 
long and dreary winter. 

Every spring the lover of flowers finds 
his enthusiasm rise as strongly as if he 
had never had the joy of gardening. He 
scans the seed catalogues for novelties, 
and hopes that this year he may create new 
effectea and witness new beauties arise un- 
der his hand. He is an artist. 


“I know a little garden close, 
Set thick with My and red rose.“ 


He may hope for few lilies, and roses 
may be beyond his scope, but there Are so 
many easily grown flowers that even in 
the heart of the city, as the Post-Dispatch 
flower contest two or three years ago 
proved, miniature Edens may be made. 

There is plenty of time for the spring 
work of the garden. Last year we had six 
inches of snow on April 16, and the year be- 
fore a stiff, white frost on May 1 set the 
gardens. back sadly, But it is well to take 
time by the forelock by getting the soll in 
shape, sowing small seeds in boxes or cold 
frames, or pots indoors, and setting out 
such hardy perennials and bushes as take 
one’s fancy.
